{HE Conjunction of Mercies, which the Al- 

| mighty ſo eminently and peculiarly wrought 

| on this Day for our Church and Natios, 
makes this Day an High Day, a very great 

and glorious Feſtival. A Day, which, upon a double 
Account, ought to be had in everlaſting Remem- 
brance : Not only for the Providential Diſcovery of 
the Snares of Death laid this Day for our Arceſtors, 
but for the late happy and aſtoniſhing Deliverance of 
us, their Poſterity, from the imminent Danger of Po- 
pery and Arbitrary Power. The impure Streams of 7- 
dolatry and Superſtition had gone even over our Souls, 
the proud and inſulting Waves, the Rowanifts had 
triumph'd over us (for they began to rage horribly, 
and ſwell, they gnaſh'd upon us with their Teeth, 
when their ſmall Stock of Arguments was ſpent ; and 
by this time of Day we ſhould have found their Teeth 
Spears and Arrows, and their Tongne a ſharp Sword) the 
Romaniſts, I ſay, had triumph'd over us, had not 


God ſent us, on this bleſſed Day, a Deliverer to reſcue 


us from Popiſh Tyranny, when we were ſo near {linking

In the firſt Place conſider we the great Death from 
which the Holy Apoſtle was delivered by God. 

By Death may be underſtood Troubles and Afflicti- 
ons, extream or uttermoſt Dangers : Troubles and 
Afflictions in a Superlative, in the higheſt Degree : He 
was preſs d out of Meaſure, above Strength ; inſomuch, 
that he had almoſt black and deſponding Thoughts, he 
deſpair'd even of Life : Tf he had not found more than 
ordinary Aſliftances of the good Spirit of God, he 
had certainly ſunk under them. This is the doleful 
Account which he himſelf gives us at the Eighth 
Verſe, with the place too, where thoſe Troubles came 
upon him, namely, A/c2. 

What the Troubles were which he met with in Aſfa, 
we are informed by St. Luke, m the 19th of the AFs, 
and the 23d Verſe, where we read of a Riot, or un- 
iawful Afembly, a great Stir raiſed by one Demetrizs, 
4 Silver-{mith, and the Workmen of like Occupati- 
on, about the Doctrine of the Goſpel ; becauſe St. 
Payl had preach'd againſt the Images which they made 
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and. worſhippd, as confounded be all they that worſhip 
carved Images, and that delight in vain Gods, worſhip 
him all ye Gods; becauſe he had perſuaded much Peo- 
ple, that they be no Gods which are made with 
Hands ; they came upon him in a furious and tumul- 
tuary Manner. Farther ; 

In the firſt Epiſtle to the Corinthians, 15. 32. 
we read, if after the manner of men I have fought with 
Beaſts at Epheſus, what advantageth it me, if the dead 
riſe not £ Some interpret thoſe Words of his Conflict 
with the fame Demetrius and the Silver-Smiths, who 
were like Beaſts in their Conditions and Manners : 
Others are of Opinion, that he really was expoſed 
in the Theatre to furious Beaſts; tho', peradventure, 
he was only ſo x#xz erlgwmrv, inthe Purpoſe of Men ; 
the Magiſtrates had ſentenced and condemned him to 
that Death, but Divize Providence interpos'd and re(- 
cued him from the Execution of the Sentence : Thus 
probably theſe Words of my Text relate to his Suffer- 
ings at Epheſus, when God delivered him from ſo great 
a Death. Further ; | 

In the Second Epitltle to the Corinthians, 11. 23. 
St. Paul tells us, That he ſuffered more than any of 
the very Twelve Apoſtles, 7» Labours more abundant, 
in Stripes above Meaſure, in Priſons more ſtequent, in 
Deaths oft, that is, in eminent Perils of Death ; it is 
an Hebraiſm, the Hebrews expreſs great Dangers, Af- 
flictions, Conflicts or Agonies by the Name of Death ; 
thus P/a/mz 18. 4, 5. the Royal Pſalmift, when his 
Blood-Thirſty Enemies were ready, as a Torrent, to 
overwhelm him, complains, the Sorrows of Death com- 
paſſed me, and the Floods of ungodly Men made me 
afraid, the Sorrows of Hell compaſſed me about, the 
Szares of Death prevented. me. And thus in Deaths 
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oft, thar is, in Deadly Accidents and Dangers : And 
what they were, the Verſes following ſufticiently de- 
clare. Of the Jews, froe times received I forty Stripes 
Tave one © thrice was Þ beaten with Rods : once was Þ ſto- 


wed + thrice I ſuffered Shipwrack : a Nighttantl a Day I

kednejſs. And at the 32d, and 33d Verſes, iin\Dawaſ- 
cus, the Governour under Aretas, the Kitig,” kept the 
City with a Gariſen, defiroms to apprehend me, girl #hj 
a Window in a Basket was 1 let down by the Vat; *azrd 
cſcaped his Hands. God delivered him from fo 'ggeat a 
Death. Such were the Sufferings of the Holy Apoſtle, 


St. Pazl, thus God was og to try him, and many 
Oo 1 


other his principal Favourites, in the Fiery Furnace 
of Afﬀiiftion. God, for fuch wiſe Ends and Purpo- 
{es as are beſt known to himſelf ; peradventure for an 
Exploration or Trial of his Faith and Conſtancy, or 
teſt he ſhould be exalted above Meaſure, leſt he ſhould 
be too much elevated with the high tranſcendent Re- 
velations vouchſated unto. him; or for the more effe- 
{tual Propagation of the Goſpel, God permitted him 
to fail throngh a Sea of Blood, to be to(sd with 
Storms and Tempeſts of Trouble and AfMidction. And 
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Oh! how did he endure them with an undiſturbed 
Patience, and an entire Reſignation to the: Divine 
Will! How did he bear up againſt them with all 
Chriſtian Courage, with a vigorous and undaunted 
Reſolution: How perfeCtly pleasd with, how did 
he glory of his Infirmities, that is, his Sufterings ? Fiz 
very well underſtood that the Sufferings of this preſent 
World are not worthy to be compar d to the Glory that ſhalt 
be revealed. Tho' the Floods of Sorrow aroſe, tho' 
the Winds of Perſecution blew and vehemently beat 
upon him, yet he fell not; he had in Proſpect the 
beautiful and fair Haven of Eternity : His ſole Truft 
and Confidence was in the Lord his God, whom the 
Winds and the-Seas obey. Thus, tho' he was troubled on 
every ſide, jet:mot diſtreſſed, tho' perplexed, yet not in 
ye fp bone, perſecuted, = ot forſaken ;, tho 
caft down, .yet not deſtroy d; no! God delivered him 
from ſo wreat a Death, and doth deliver : in whom we 
truſt-that he will yet alſo deliver ws. 
:” And this brings me to the Second thing, namely, 
That:God, in this, as well as in the Apoſtolical Age, 
doth-ftill deliver from Death. 
In the 13th Chapter of the Hebrews, Ver. 8. we 
read, Feſws Chrif# the ſame yeſterday, and to day, and 
for ever - The Faith in him, the entire Religion of 
Jeſus Chriſt is not only unchangeable, conſtantly the 
fame throughout all meaſures of time, - but alſo his 
Care and Love to his Myſtical Body, and all the Mem- 
bers of it is immutable throughout all Times and Ages 
of the World ; with the Lord our God is no Variable- 
neſs, neither Shadow of Turning. God never did leave, 
God never will forſake fach, whole Lives are con- 
formable to his Laws, -as are Pure -and- Holy in all 


Manner of 'Converſation; 'God hath in-all Ages, doth 
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now, and ever will cover ſuch as tear him with the 
Wings of his Divine Providence, will give them his 
immenſe Favour and Almighty Protection, io long as 
the Sun and the Moon ſhall endure. It is God who 
made, who governeth, preſerveth and raketh Care of 
the World, he {ces all the Springs of Motion.all Tran{- 
actions here below, all Things are naked and opened 
ro the Eyes of him with whom we have todo. Tho' 
his glorious Reſidence and Habitation be in the Manſt- 
ons of Bliſs above, yet he ſo far humbleth himſelf, as 
19 behold the things done upon Earth ; and therefore tho! 
wicked Men encourage themſelves in Miſchief and com- 
wine of laying Snares ſecretly, and ſay, who ſhall ſee 
them? tho they imagine Wickedneſs and keep it ſecret 
471048 themſelves, every Man in the Deep of his Heart, 
yet God ſhall ſuddenly ſhoot at them with a ſwift Arrow, 
that they ſhall be wounded ; yea, by his good Proyi- 
dence , their own Tongues ſhall make them fall, inſo- 
much that whoſo ſecth them ſhall laugh them to Scorn < 
Thus, Prov. 19. 21. Solomon tells us, there are many 
Devices in a Man's Heart : nevertheleſs, the Counſel of 
the Lord, that ſhall ſtand. There are many Deſigns 
and Contrivances in the Minds of Men, which, they 
think, are fo well laid, that they cannot miſcarry ; 
but are all defeated by the -over-ruling Counſel of 
the Lord. No! it 1s not the moſt refined Poli- 


cy, it is not the moſt ſubtle Stratagem , it is not the 


moſt {irong and invincible Contrivance of Man that 
can out-vie the Strength of Heaven ; nothing. can 
ſtand in Competition with the Divine Favour and 
Proteftion. This, the Great Politicians, the Helliſh Pro- 
jeFors of the Gunpowder-Treaſon, found to be infalli- 
bly true. The Arch-ploiter, Garnet, who was at that 
time ſuperior of the Jeſuits here ; the Jeſuits ! a wick- 
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ed Generation of Men : how hath this Church and 
Nation of ours been and {t1l] 1s plagued by them > 
They are under a Holy League and folemn Oath to 
purſue our Ruine and the Deſtruction of our excellent 
Religion, and to effect this, they have all along acted, 
and {t1]l do act under any Maſque ; they turn them- 
ſelves, Proters like, into any Shape to enkindle Strife 
and Contention ainongit us. Alas! all our Schiſms 
and unhappy Divilions floiv from this bitter Fountain. 
Oh that we would become wiſe and ſuffer our ſelves no 
longer to be cajol'd and deluded by them ! Oh that 
we may ſee in time the Things which belong to our 
Peace ! Oh that we would ſtrive to anſwer the il}u- 
{ſtrious Character of the Primitive Church, to be all of 
one Heart,of one Mind, and of one Soul, to meet toge- 
ther with one Accord, in one Place. But to return : 

I fay, it is not the moſt refined Policy that can out- 
vy the Strength of Heaven : This the Helliſh Project- 
ers of the Gun-Powder-Treaſon tound to be infallibly 
true ; the Arch-Plotter Garnet, a perfeCt Achitophel, a 
Man that could give and hide his Counſel as deep as 
_ Hell, with whom his Friends would embark in any 
deſign tho' never ſo black and dangerous, yet how 
far infatuated was this cunning Politician 2 Alas ! he 
conſider'd not that ſome of the Conſpirators, who were 
willing to work a publick Miſchiet for his Pleaſure, 
might alſo have a Deſire to ſecure their private Friends 
from Danger, by giving them ſome general or am- 
biguous Admonition : And, indeed, that one of 
them ſhould hint in a Letter to his honourable Friend 
the inſtant Danger, was not extraordinary, fave only 
in this, that ſo much Tenderneſfs of Heart, ſo much 
good Nature could be left in his Breaſt, who had 
conſented to his Country's Ruine. It 15 really, pro- 
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digioutly ſtrange, that ſuch a Man ſhould part on the 
Bowels of Compatlion for a private Friend as had de- 
ogn'd his Country's perpetual Deſolation : Where 
was then this Piety 2 Where was then this Religious 
Afﬀefrion ? Alas! all Nature, all Humanity, all Re- 
{pect of Laws both Divine and Hunane were then 
Quite abandoned, there was then no Conſcience mate 
to extirpate the whole Nation, and all for a pretend- 
ei Zeal to the Catholick Religion. Can this be the 
Chriſtian Religion © No, the effentia] Mark, the pro- 
per Character of the Chriſtian Religion 1s Love and 
Charity : This is a Religion which hath all of the 
Dove, and nothing of the Vulture in 1t, which 1s 
13/dom from above, Which is firit pure and then peace- 
able, it 1s a charitable Religion, and none 'can juſtly 
pretend toit, whoſe Doctrines are Earthly, Senſual and 
Deviliſh, who breathe nothing but Curſes. and 
Slaughters, who hold it lawful to deſtroy all ſuch as 
differ from them in Matters of Faith, to extirpate by 
Fire and Sword all ſuch as worſhip God after the Way 
which they call Hereſie ; and ſuch are the bloody Prin- 
ciples of the Roman Religion : Principles diametri- 
cally oppoſite to the DoCtrine and Practice of the 
Author of the Chriſtian Religion, the ever Bleſſed 
Jeſus. He came into the World to ſave and not to de- 
ſtroy the Lives of Men : But, alas ! the Papiſts are for 
ſending Men out of the World in a fiery Chariot, for 
illuminating our Underſtandings with Fire and Fag- 
got : The Marian Perſecution 1s a Demonſtration of 
their Cruelty, and the ſame diſmal Tragedy would 
have been acted over again, had not God ſent us a 
Deliverer, who deliverd us from ſo great a Death. 
Thus, I fay, there was then no Conſcience made to 
=xtirpate a. whole Nation, and all for a pretended- 
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Zeal to the Catholick Religion; a horribly miſtaken 
blind Zeal, a Zeal not at all according to Knowledge. 
Alas! They know not what manner of Spirit they are of. 
But God deliver'd the King, the Rncex, the tender 
Princes, the Nobles, the whole Kingdom from their 
delign'd Deſtruftion. Co4 deliverd them from fo 
great a Death. Death! How exorbitant was that 
Death in its Nature 2 How tranſcendently wicked in 
its Deſign 2 How barbarous and unnatural ? Such a 
prodigious Cruelty as 1s beyond the Example of for- 
mer Ages, as 1s not to be paralic]l'd in all the yo- 
luminous Records of time from the Beginning of the 
World. The Plot was deeply laid, it was hatch'd 
and contriv'd in the dark, they kept it ſecret, every 
Man 1n the Deep of his Heart, and not without Cere- 
monies of Religion ; Ay, they {wore by the Bleſſed 
Trinity, and by the Holy Sacrament never to diſcloſe 
it diretly, nor indiretly, by Word or. Circumſtance : 
But, by the good Providence of God, it was pro- 
claim'd upon the Houſe-tops. A moſt wonderful 
Proclamation, and never enough to be refle&ted upon 
with Praiſe and Thankſgiving ; ſuch a Diſcovery as 
Bellarmin himſelf confeſſes to have been miraculous, 
Had it taken effect, as it was jult ripe for Execution, 
my Blood chills, I tremble to think of the diſmal 
Conſequences of it : We had then been depriv'd of 
King, Qucen, Princes, and all the Nobility : It would 
have been a moſt miſerable Deſolation : How would 
this poor Church and Natioz have laid a bleeding ? 
Peace and Happineſs would preſently have taken the 
Wing and flown from this Britiſh [le ; there would 
then have been nothing but inteſtine War, Bloodſhed, ' 
and the greateſt Confuſion. Never did the Ear of 
Man hear of ſuch a Conſpiracy before. The higheſt 
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Trealon that could ever be imagin'd by any, who ei- 
ther made or writ of Laws, was Crimen leaſe Majeſta- 
tis the violating the Majeſty of the Prince : But the 
Cunpowder-Treaſon wants a Name ſufficient to expreſs 
it; it tended not only to the Hurt, but to the Death 
of the King ; and not to the Death of the Kizg ontiy. 
but of his whole FEingdom, to the Deſtruction of the 
beautiful Frame, the Diflolktion of the Noble Fabrick 
of this Ancient, Famous, and Flouriſhing Monarchy, 
even the Deletion of our whole Name and Nation. 

No Mantle of Holinels can cover {uch a Treaſon, no 
Pretence of Religion can excuſe it, God and Heaven 
condemn it, all Souls of a truly Chriſtian Temper and 
Diſpoſition muſt deteſt and abhor it. Six and Thirty 
Barrels of Powder, with Bars of Iron, Stones and 
Wood upon them ! Whata great Breach, what a fiery 
Tempeſt, what a Motion and Commotion of Earth 
and Air would there have been? But God deliver'd 
our Anceſtors from jo great a Death. | 

But Secondly, God doth ſtil] deliver from Death. 

\ Ay.,God hath lately deliver'd us, their Poſterity, from 
Death and Deſtruction. It 1s not many Years ago 
{ince we had a {ad and melancholy Proſpect of Aftairs ; 
it 1s not long {incea thick and black Cloud hung over 
our Heads, which, in all probability, would have 

- broke and pour'd down upon us a Deluge of Waters, 
if it had not been timely diſpell'd by the comfortable 
Appearance of a Briehr and Glorious Star in our Hemi- 
ſphere, by the happy Arrival of King I|ilam upon 
this Day, i need not acquaint you how our Popiſh 
Enemics attempted io deſtroy both our Laws and Re- 
Iigion. It was an excellent Reply which an ancient 
and eminent Serjeart at Law gave the Kizg, when he 
-OMmplemented him vpon his Arrival : His Majeſty told 
him 
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him he had out-liv'd moſt of his Profeſiion ; and he 
truly antwer'd, that it his Majeſty had not come over, 
he ſhon]d have out-liv'd the Lawit ſelf, We flatter'd 
our ſelves indeed with a Belief that it was impoſlible to 
have the Popiſh Religion ever introduced here, becauſe 
a thing ſo abſolutely againſt the Ezgliſh Conſtitution : 
that let the Principles of the Prizce be what they 
would, the Adminiſtration of the Laws muſt of ne- 
ceſlity run inthe ſame Channel he found them in : Bur 
we {oon ſaw how the Courſe of the River was forc'd, 
and the Stream turn'd ſo as to run over our Soul ; we 
were quickly made ſenſible of our groſs Miſtake and 
Deluſion, we preſently underſtood that there is no Go- 
verniment too hard for a Jeſuit to cut in funder, no 
Conſtitution ſo ſtrong as to wreſtle with a diſpenſing 
Power. Thus our Religion, our Laws, our Liberties, 
all that is near and dear to us would have been de- 
ſtroy'd, had not God deliver'd them from fo great a 
Death, by ſending us the beſt of Prizces, who this 
Day ſet his Foot on the Britiſh Shore - It was he alone 
whom God made the happy Inſtrument of our Preſer- 
vation, it was he who ſtop'd our faricus Enemies in 
their Career, who prevented their baſe Deſigns by a 
{udden and an unexpected Change of the Scene, by 
ſ{uch an aſtoniſhing Revolution of Afﬀairs, as no Age, 
peradventure, can parallel. 

- A moſt happy Revol«tion,whatſoever our Male-con- 
tents think of it. Alaſs! when once the Minds of Men 
are darkned with Ambition, Pride, Revenge, Hatred, 
Malice and Envy, let Acts of Providence be never ſo 
ilſtriouſly viſible, they will not ſee them, ſuch Dark- 
neſs is thick to Admiration, how great is that Darkneſs ! 
It was, I ſay, a moſt happy Revolution - Tho' it is true 


indeed, the Conſequence of it hath been a vaſt 1” 
| C 
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of Bl:o4 and Treaſure + but (till we have the leaſt Rea- 
ſon to murmur or complain : This Blood hath not 
been ſpil'd, this terrible War hath not rag'd in our 
own, but in a Foreign Land ; all the Havock which 
hath been made,all the Devaſtations by Fire and Sword 
wer? not here, but in other Countries, Taxes and Im- 
policions indeed we have not been freed from, but 
what then 2 our Toke hath been eaſy, and our Burden 
lizht, and if Judgment may be form'd according to the 
$112ptuozs way of living, according to the little Abate- 
ment there hath been, ever ſince the War commenc'd, 
either of Diet, ſplendid Attire, or other expenſive 
Diverſions, all the Charge we have been at is compa- 
ratively as nothing. It 1s a _— whether greater 
Injury hath been done to the Pablick, whether the Na- 
tion 1m general hath ſuffer'd more by 7-zpairing the Coin,

regulate the Coin, when we were engagd in a bloody. 
and expenſive War, this A& no Age peradventure can 
parallel, Tt 18 a 2reſtion, I ſay, whether the Nation 
in general hath ſufter'd more by 7-pairing the Coin than 
by the War: I heartily wiſh that ſuch as have thus been 
guilty of plunging the Nation into calamitous Cir- 
cumſtances, may be deeply touch'd and affected with, 
the Conſideration of it, that they may Repent of the 
great Wrong and univerſal Robbery which they have 
committed, and demonſtrate the Sincerity of their Re- _ 
pentance by giving theWealth they have gotten by In- 
jury, Frand, and Deceit, to Charitable ſes. If they 
do not, the time will come, when they will wiſh they 

) had 
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had not erriched themſelves by others Poverty ; that 
they had mov'd in a low Sphere, and been con- 


tented with a mean Condition, that they had caſt 
themſelves naked into the Arms of Divire Provi-

dence, and known nothing of Temporal Afiuence 


and Proſperity. Oh! What is a Man advantages. 
if he gain the whole IVorld, and loſe kimfelf, or be a caji- 
away 2 Luke 9. 25. Oh! what fhall a Man give is Ex- 
change for his Soul 2 Mat. 16. 26. I am ſure Thieves 
(and ſuch are the greateſt Thieves, as either impair'd, or 
by furniſhing were inſtrumental to the 7zzpairing of our 
Coin) unlels they repent of their WVicked»eſs, and make 
Reſtitution, if there be a Capacity for it, can never en- 
ter into the Kingdom of God, tr. Cor. 6. 10. 

But, blefſed be God, #he Tables of the Morey Chap- 
gers are now overturn'd, this great and dangerous 1J:- 
temper which the Nation hath long labour'd under, is 
now healed, this baſe Art, as well as the terrible Var, 
hath had its happy Period and Conclution ; and if we 
would but put away from us all Bitterneſs and Wrath, 
Anger and Clamour, Malice and Envy, and live in 
Chriſtian Love and Charity, if we would but endea- 


vour to keep the Unity of the Spirit in the Bond of 


Peace, what could hinder us from being the happieſt 
People upon the Face of the Earth 2 What complaining

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have done for this our Nation, and he hath not 
done it 2 God hath given us the belt Religion, the 
beſt Government, the beſt Laws, and the beſt of 
Princes, and by him the beſt of Bleflings, Peace. How 
many Deliverances from Death have we had ? The 
Time and your Patience would fail me to give you a 
particular Enumeration of them 3 they are more in 
Number than I am now able to expreſs. How often 
hath the Lord been pleas'd to deliver our Glorious 
Prince from Death ; and in him us? for if this our 
Light, our Lamp had been quench'd in Battel, 3Vhat 4 
Day of Darkneſ3-and Gloomineſs, what a Day of Clouds

It plainly appears, that in the Year 1646, by Order 
from Rome, above a Hundred of the Romiſh Clergy 
were ſent into England, conſiſting of Engliſh, Scotch, 
and Iriſh, who had been educated in France, Italy, 
Germany, and Spain 3 part of theſe within the ſeveral | 
Schools there appointed for their Inſtructions: In each | 
of theſe Romiſh Nurſeries, theſe Scholars were taught 
ſeveral Handicraft Trades and Callings, as their Inge- 
zmities were moſt bending, beſides their Orders or Fun(ti- 
ons of that Church. They have many yet at Paris a fit- 
ting up to be ſent over, who twice in the Week oppoſe one 
the other ; one pretending Presbytery, the other Indepen- 
CY 3 ſome Anabaptiſm, and other contrary 1enents, dan- 
gerous and prejudicial tothe Church of England, and to | 
all the Refoxmed Churches here abroad. But they are 
wiſely preparimp prevent theſe Deſegns, which I heartily 
wiſh were conſidered in England among the Wiſe there. 

When the Romiſh Orders do thus argue Pro and Con, 
there is appointed one of the Learned of thoſe Convents to 
take Notes and to judge : and as he finds their Fancies, 
whether for Presbytery, Independency, Anabaptiſm,

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the Engliſh Abroad know News better than ye at home. 
When they return into Fngland, they are tanobt their 
Feſfſor, to ſay, (if any enquire from whence they come.) 
that they were poor Chriſtians formerly that fled bezond Sea 
for their Religion Sake, and are now returned, with glad 
News to enjoy their Liberty of Conſcience. 

The Hundred Mem that went over, 1646. were moſ# 
of them Soldiers in the Parliaments Army, and were daily 
to correſpond with thoſe Romaniſts in our late King's 
Army, that were lately at Oxford, and pretended to fight 
for his Sacred Majeſty : For at that time, there were 
ſome Roman-Catholicks. who did not know the Deſign a 
contriving againſt our Church and State of England.
